The number of bushels of wheat received 
in 1870-1 was ten millions more than in 1967.8 
Corn was five millions above the year 1867 8, 
and ten millions more than in 1460-70. 

The receipts of oats were greater than the 
previcus year, but less than in 1567-5, and 
1869 0. 

Barley last year was nearly one-third 
larger than in each of the three previous 
years. 

The gross receipts of the five great cereal 
rope show a steady inercase, being in 
1870-1 nearly ten million bushela more than 
in 1869-70, and twenty million bushels more 
than in 1867.

per acre.” 

It will be observed that our Minnesota 
friends of constitutional liberty plant then - 
selves squarely upon the Jeffersonian theory, 
as opposed to centralism, and at the same 
time recognize the Constitution as it now ex 
ists as binding. The Augusta Constitutional 
ist pronounces the platform “sound Demo- 
cratic.” 

This movement of disconnecting the set 
tlement of what the people of the Norti 
dub “war issues,” from the agitation of the 
grave questions involved in the heresy of cen 
tralism and in the maladministration of Radi- 
cal rule is the pith of what is called th 
New Departure.” Any impartial observer 
of Northern sentiment must come to the cor- 
clusion that something of the kind is nece:- 
sary there to get a hearing and a decision fron 
the people upon the vital issues of the day 
As it now is, false issues are ingeniously mad: 
to distract the public judgment, and shove 
aside the public verdict upon essential ques 
tions.

the country. War ratifies anything, and & 
the victor belongs the spoils, they say. 

Now, the North conquered the rebellion a 
cost of much blood and money, and the tr'- 
umph is appreciated there as one to be prouc 
of and to be enjoyed. To “lose the fruits of 
the war” is what they are determined not t 
do, let the expense be a thousand violatec 
constitutions and despotism unlimited. This 
feeling pervades all classes. The Republican 
party drew its strength from the Democratic 
party on the war question, and its strategy 
for the last five years has been to hold tha 
strength upon that same question. The De 
mocracy North feel this thing. It is a sec- 
tional matter, incurably sectional, and 
long as the Radicals can keep alive the wa 
issues, so long do they expect to carry th: 
North upon them. It is remarkable hov 
strong the prejudice is. It is the test of pc 
litical soundness. To have been an anti-wer 
man is to be politically dead. A candidat 
has no chance of success who opposed th. 
war. And the only hope of any party suc. 
ceeding upon any meritorious question is by 
utterly disconnecting it with this elastic mat- 
ter of “war issues.” 

As we said before, the new amendments 
are regarded as “war fruits,” the manner of 
whose acquisition they consider as utterly. 
immaterial. To battle against them is hope 
less. To battle against the fraudulent meth e d 
of their passage when victory would over- 
throw the facts, is equally hopeless, though 
that method involved vital danger to thr 
very liberties of the country in the ruinow:
